Inftide Points About the Recent Puroha 


of tne Illinois Central Company. 


On January 4th it is announced the 


Champaign & Havana railroad, which 
runs from Decatur to Champaign, thence 
to Havana, on the Illinois river, will be- 
come the property of tne Illinois Central 
Oomppay. M. A, McDonald, tbe former 
general manager* has resigned and now 
holds the same position on tbe Cairo, 
Vmoennes & Chicago road, and Mr. 
Stearns, in the employ of the Hlinoia 
Central, now has charge of the 0. & H. 
line as general manager, A year or so 
ago a majority of the stock of the 0. 
H line was bought up by some unknown 
parties, supposed at the time to be the 
Wabash, bnt it transpired that the stock 
wai bought for the Central, On the 25th 
of October last a meeting ot the stock' 
holders was held at Urbana, when it be- 
came apparent for tbe Bret time that the 
Central had gobbled most of the stock, 
and it was decided that the Central 
should take it, but Mr. Butler, of Indian- 
apolis, a law partner of ex-Senator Mc- 
Donald, called attent on to the fact that 
the law required sixty days' notice to be 
published in one newspaper of each 
county through which the road passes 
before any action could legally be taken 
for the transfer, and the pr<-oecimgs were 
stopped for a season. The meeting is ad- 
vertised to take place in Chicago on Jan 
nary 4, when the transfer will be ma^e.
